ON  INVOLVEMENT  AND  COMPROMISE 

To  compromise  basic  beliefs  and  insights  in 
order  to  live  a more  comfortable  life  is  clearly 
wrong.  Yet  Friends  have  compromised  through- 
out their  history.  Quaker  members  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania legislature  resigned  in  protest  when  a 
bill  was  passed  offering  a bounty  on  Indian 
scalps  despite  a hundred  years  of  peaceful  rela- 
tions with  the  Indians,  but  they  did  not  leave 
the  colony,  and  continued  to  enjoy  the  privileges 
of  citizenship.  From  the  first  Quaker  protest 
against  slavery,  the  Society  compromised  for  a 
hundred  years  before  adopting  an  unequivocal 
minute  condemning  slavery.  Even  John  Wool- 
man,  whose  commitment  was  probably  more 
complete  than  that  of  any  other  man  of  whom 
we  have  record,  saw  fit  to  direct  his  wife  to 
spend  the  necessary  money  to  buy  pretty  clothes 
for  his  daughter  so  that  she  could  be  a normal 
member  of  the  society  in  which  she  found  her- 
self. 

About  two  hundred  years  ago  Friends  tended 
to  withdraw  into  closed  communities  within  the 
countries  in  which  they  lived,  in  an  attempt  to 
avoid  compromise  and  involvement,  and  also 
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Dare  not  to  wait 
Till  the  dark  spearpoint 
Pierces  the  moment 
Suspended  between 
Time  and  the  no- time, 

Late  it  will  be 
Then  to  cry  out 
Into  the  void 
Man  lives  by  love. 

Where  to  find  words 
Urgent  with  joy. 

Melting  the  act 
Hard  in  its  habitude, 

Words  that  will  run 
Clean  from  all  taint? 

Say  it  with  recklessness; 

Man  feeds  on  love.

that  they  might  bring  up  their  children  in  a 
completely  Quakerly  environment.  This  tenden- 
cy ended  a hundred  years  ago,  when  Friends 
realized  that  this  isolationism  robbed  their  wit- 
ness of  any  chance  of  influencing  the  world 
about  them. 

In  our  complex  society  today  the  question  of 
involvement  is  purely  academic.  If  we  buy  or 
sell,  eat,  drink  or  clothe  ourselves  anywhere  in 
North  America  we  are  involved  in  the  economy; 
and  if  we  use  a road  or  any  other  public  utility 
we  are  deeply  involved.  Even  our  cherished  right 
to  disagree  and  protest  is  ours  only  because 
we  not  only  are  involved  but  are  an  integral 
part  of  this  economy  which  we  regret  to  find 
is  “war-centered.” 

We  are  faced  with  our  own  version  of  an  old 
paradox:  compromise  and  involvement  may  be 
unQuakerly,  but  they  may  also  be  Quakerly, 
depending  on  the  motivation  of  the  individual. 
Unfortunately,  motivation  can  only  be  felt;  it 
can  not  be  assessed  from  outside.  So  we  are 
brought  back  to  the  most  basic  insights  of 
Friends:  the  ultimate  authority  for  any  indi- 
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vidual  is  the  light  of  the  Spirit  within;  only 
action  based  on  this  light  is  “Quakerly.”  Action 
based  on  mental  processes,  the  statements  of 
others,  or  even  on  the  inward  light  of  the  most 
respected  other  persons  is  only  “creaturely 
activity,”  “running  before  our  guide,”  or  action 
in  the  “pride  of  our  own  strength.”  Another 
way  in  which  the  same  thought  has  been  ex- 
pressed is  the  statement  that  “it  is  wrong  to 
believe  anything  until  the  Spirit  has  made  it 
manifest  in  the  heart.” 

Young  Friends  facing  the  peace  testimony 
should  be  especially  encouraged  to  consider 
these  insights.  A C.O.  experience  entered  into 
on  the  basis  of  a clear  personal  conviction  that 
Friends  “live  in  that  life  and  power  which  takes 
away  the  occasion  of  all  wars”  and  that  they 
haye  a better  method  of  dealing  with  human 
antagonism  than  any  form  of  strife,  should  be 
a triumphant  experience.  It  should  have  ample 
strength  to  carry  an  individual  through  the  most 
extreme  of  unreasonable  penalties  inflicted  by 
the  most  unreasonable  of  people.  But  the  same 
experience  entered  into  on  the  strength  of  other 
people’s  convictions,  or  simply  on  the  strength 
of  anti-war  or  pacifist  feelings,  mav  easily  break 
him.  We  all  know  of  personalities  which  were 
shockingly  damaged  by  C.O.  experiences  in  the 
past.

Friends  such  as  Howard  and  Anna 
Brinton,  Mildred  and  Wilmer  Young,  Henry 
and  Lydia  Cadbury,  and  many  others,— these 
Friends  were  born  into  and  brought  up  in  a 
world  that  will  never  be  again,  nor  will  it  pro- 
duce Friends  quite  like  these  again. 

There  is  a part  of  Pendle  Hill  I have  taken 
home  with  me— my  books  and  lecture  notes. 
These  I shall  reread  and  think  over,  probably 
all  the  rest  of  my  life.  They  concern  man’s  re- 
ligious concepts  from  Hinduism  67  B.C.  to 
Paul  Tillich,  the  modern  theologian.  With  so 


much  wisdom  in  the  world,  it  is  strange  that 
man  is  still  unwise. 

I shall  carry  my  year  at  Pendle  Hill  with  me 
for  a long  time,  not  only  in  books  and  notes  but 
in  feelings  and  in  spirit  and  in  special  memories.

INTRODUCING  OUR  NEW  MEETINGS 

San  Luis  Obispo 

Early  in  the  fall  of  1955,  a small  group  sat 
together  in  silent  worship,  after  the  manner  of 
Friends,  searching  together  for  God,  for  spirit- 
ual truth  and  guidance.  Although  only  one  of 
the  group  was  a Friend,  and  for  some  silent 
worship  was  new,  it  became  a deep  and  mean- 
ingful experience  for  all. 

The  group  established  a regular  silent  meet- 
ing on  Monday  evenings,  generally  preceded 
by  a pot-luck  supper  and  followed  by  lengthy 
discussions  on  spiritual  truth  and  its  effect  on 
daily  living.  The  membership  grew  from  an 
original  four  to  a fairly  regular  12,  made  up 
mainly  of  students  and  often  including  foreign 
students.  The  wide  variety  of  backgrounds  con- 
tinued to  challenge  the  grpup  as  they  sought 
harmonious  thinking. 

Now  finding  many  of  their  answers  in  the 
Quaker  approach,  seven  of  the  group  attended 
an  AFSC  retreat  at  Camp  Colby  in  February, 
1956.  Faith  and  Practice  was  then  used  for  a 
time  as  a study  book.  In  the  spring  of  1956  a 
clothing  drive  was  conducted  for  the  AFSC. 
During  this  time  three  work-days  were  held 
to  do  needed  work  at  the  homes  of  different 
people. 

In  the  spring  of  1957  the  group  lost  a large 
number  of  students  who  graduated.  For  the 
next  year,  although  down  to  four  to  six  mem- 
bers, they  continued  to  meet.  In  the  fall,  sever- 
al Friends  came  into  the  area,  strengthening 
the  Meeting  and  leading  toward  more  organi- 
zation. A newsletter  was  started  as  well  as 
meetings  for  business,  and  a First-day  School. 

Throughout  the  life  of  the  Meeting  social 
action  and  concern  has  held  an  important  place. 
Representatives  are  regularly  sent  to  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  functions  and  other  meetings 
of  importance.  Individuals  have  participated 
in  helping  solve  housing  problems  of  minority 
groups,  in  prison  and  hospital  visitation,  letters 
to  local  papers,  contacts  with  state  and  national 
legislators,  action  for  peace,  and  we  have 
sponsored  the  coming  of  an  Indonesian  refugee 
family  of  seven. 

In  August,  1960,  the  group  was  formally 
recognized  by  the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  as 
a Friends  Monthly  Meeting.  For  many  of  the 
group  this  also  means  making  a decision  re- 
garding their  own  membership  in  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends.  It  is  a milestone  in  our 
history  that  challenges  us  to  new  and  more 
expansive  horizons. 
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The  visits  of  innumerable  Friends  and  friends 
have  been  and  continue  to  be  a source  of  great 
joy  and  inspiration  as  we  have  an  opportunity 
to  share  with  others  in  making  God  the  center 
of  our  Meeting  and  of  our  individual  lives. 

We  welcome  others  to  visit  us.  Overnight 
accommodations  are  always  available  at  one 
home  or  another.

Following  the  1952  Institute  of  World  Affairs 
held  in  Santa  Barbara,  and  sponsored  by  the 
AFSC,  a number  of  Friends  and  others  met 
together  in  worship.

BOOK  REVIEWS 

The  Creative  Imagination.  By  Kenneth  C.  Barnes. 
Swarthmore  Lecture,  1960.  114  pages.  Friends  Book 
Store,  302  Arch  St.,  Philadelphia  6,  Pa.  $1.50. 

“In  tlie  1960  Swarthmore  lecture  we  are  facing 
something  new,”  writes  Bernard  Canter  editorially  in 
the  London  Friend.  He  rightly  regards  this  frank  and 
forthright  lecture  as  revolutionary,  and  he  rates  it  so  im- 
portant that  he  devotes  the  editorial  space  of  two  is- 
sues of  the  Friend  to  it,  under  the  titles,  “Explosion  at 
Friends  House”  and  “Set  Religion  Free.” 

I expect  that  those  friends  who  have  been  trained  in 
science  and  have  had  experience  with  the  scientific- 
method  will  be  among  the  first  to  respond  favorably  to 
Kenneth  Barnes’  outstanding  exposition  and  argument. 
In  vladly  following  his  interpretation  of  how  the  life 
of  Jesus  exemplifies  the  role  of  creative  imagination, 
T was  reminded  of  Henry  J.  Cadbury’s  statement  in 
the  preface  to  Jesus,  What  Manner  of  Man  (1946). 
“Loyalty  to  him  as  to  any  other  teacher  may  well 
consist  in  following  his  method  to  independent  re- 
sults, rather  than  retaining  the  content  of  his  message 
without  conforming  to  the  processes  that  gave  it  birth.”

Quaker  Ways  in  Foreign  Policy.  By  Robert  O.  Byrd. 
University  of  Toronto  Press  (London,  Oxford  Univer- 
sity Press). 

The  title  of  this  book  is  somewhat  formidable,  but 
the  boo1'  itself  is  a pleasure  to  read.  In  the  course 
of  tracing  Quaker  activity  in  international  relations, 
Robert  Bvrcl  delves  deeply  into  basic  Quaker  insights, 
quoting  freely  from  his  original  sources,  to  paint  a 
movin'?-  history  of  the  unique  Quaker  process  of  waiting 
for  light,  and  then  applying  it  to  personal,  community, 
and  finally  international  relations.  The  exposition  is 
so  lucid,  and  the  documentation  from  our  Ouaker 
past  so  well  chosen  that  at  least  for  this  member  cf 
the  Society  it  proved  an  insniration  to  re-experience 
my  convincement  and  rededicate  myself  to  our  basic 
Quaker  insights.

The  school  reports  that  last  year  it  had  nine  students 
and  three  half-time  staff  members.  This  year  enroll- 
ment is  increased  to  17  students,  with  four  half-time 
staff  members,  helped  by  two  local  residents  who  take 
part-time  responsibility.  Ground  will  he  broken  this 
fall  for  a building  which  will  be  used  by  the  school 
on  week  days  and  by  the  Meeting  on  Sunday.  The 
Friends  are  also  hoping  to  have  a work  camp  next 
summer  to  continue  work  on  this  building.  “We  do 
not  feel,  however,  that  numbers  alone  make  a school,” 
their  report  states.  “What  makes  us  happy  is  that 
students  seem  to  be  growing  in  many  ways  in  the 
Argenta  atmosphere.” 


A small  group  of  persons  in  Eugene,  Oregon,  includ- 
ing 10  members  or  attenders  of  the  Meeting,  placed 
in  the  Eugene  Register-Guard  on  November  7,  an 
advertisement  entitled  “An  Open  Letter  to  the  Next 
President  of  the  United  States.”  “If  humanity  is  to 
survive,”  it  stated,  “America  must  now  seize  the 
initiative  for  disarmament  and  peace.”  It  continued 
explaining  our  present  balance  of  terror,  and  suggesting 
that  now  is  the  time  for  bold  steps  toward  peace  rather 
than  just  trying  to  match  the  Soviets  bomb  for  bomb. 
It  offered  a mimeograph  sheet  of  carefully  worked 
out  suggestions  for  immediate  steps;  this  would  be 
sent  to  those  who  requested  it,  and  it  endeavored  to 
answer  some  of  the  usual  criticisms  which  would  be 
advanced.

A Prison  Committee  has  been  set  up  in  University 
Meeting.  A few  of  the  members  were  partieulavlv 
interested  in  work  against  capital  punishment,  and 
some  also  explored  the  idea  of  furnishing  better  read- 
ing material  in  prisons  in  the  Seattle  area.

CANADIAN  YEARLY  MEETING 

About  one  hundred  Friends  assembled  at  Pickering 
College,  Newmarket,  Ontario,  June  24  to  27.  The  “stale 
of  the  Society”  report  showed  that  membership  in  Cana- 
dian Yearly  Meeting  stood  at  623,  a net  gain  of  7 over 
last  year.  Most  city  Meetings  reported  increased  activity 
and  growth.  A new  Allowed  Meeting  had  been  set  up  in 
Kingston,  Ont.  Approval  was  given  for  Calgary  Prepara- 
tive Meeting  to  become  a Monthly  Meeting. 

The  Canadian  Friends  Service  Committee  executive 
met  during  Yearly  Meeting.  It  was  reported  that  $11, 
600  had  been  raised  for  World  Refugee  Year.  Fifteen 
pounds  had  been  sent  to  South  African  Friends,  and 
support  for  the  project  in  Rasulia,  India,  was  continuing. 
Barbara  Bachovzeff  of  Montreal,  was  conducting  a 
youth  center  for  migrant  fruit  pickers  at  Wyndell,  B. 
C.;  many  of  the  pickers  were  teen-age  Doukhobors  (of 
the  “Sons  of  Freedom”  sect),  who  had  little  to  entertain 
them  after  work. 

A concern  was  raised  on  the  payment  of  income  taxes 
for  defense  purposes,  and  reference  made  to  a scheme 
suggested  by  Australian  Friends  for  legal  recognition 
by  the  government  of  a conscientious-objector  status 
in  connection  with  the  payment  of  taxes  for  defense 
purposes.  The  decision  was  made  to  investigate  the  ap- 
plicability of  the  proposal  to  Canadian  circumstances. 

At  a later  Yearly  Meeting  session,  the  concern  of  Cal- 
gary Friends  that  all  Friends  give  consideration  to  sup- 
porting the  “self-tax”  for  the  United  Nations,  initiated 
by  Urbana-Champaign  Friends,  was  discussed.  All  Meet- 
ings are  to  receive  details  of  the  proposal  and  are  asked 
lo  place  them  before  members.

Meeting  in  1959  to  consider  our  relationship  to 
other  Friends’  bodies,  other  Christian  groups 
and  other  religious  faiths,  has  answered  a ques- 
tionaire  sent  by  the  Friends  World  Committee 
to  all  Yearly  Meetings.  John  Ullman,  chairman 
of  the  committee,  reported  that  information  was 
received  from  20  of  our  30  Monthly  Meetings, 
comprising  about  80%  of  our  membership.  Ex- 
cerpts from  his  report  follow: 

It  is  peculiar  to  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  that 
it  extends  over  eight  U.S.  states  and  three  other 
countries.  This  is  partly  the  reason  for  the  lack 
of  conformity  among  Friends  in  our  area  and 
their  ideas  on  ecumenical  questions.  Eight 


Monthly  Meetings  are  members  of  local  coun- 
cils of  churches;  one  is  a member  of  an  inter- 
state council.  Here  are  one  or  two  quotations 
from  letters  received: 

“•  ■ Our  Meeting  is  a member  of  the  local 
Council  of  Churches.  It  is  clear  that  the  Meet- 
ing wishes  this  membership  maintained,  but 
equally  clear  there  is  considerable  uneasiness 
about  some  aspects  of  the  relationship.  . Should 
we  ‘enjoy’  this  relationship  if  it  is  denied  cer- 
tain other  churches,  such  as  the  Unitarian 
Church?” 

“Our  Meeting  is  a member  of  our  local  Council 
of  Churches,  though  there  is  a difference  of  op- 
inion within  Meeting  about  just  how  valuable 
and  compatible  a relationship  this  is  . . .Little 
useful  purpose  seems  to  be  served  by  discus- 
ion  of  questions  of  faith  with  other  churches, 
although  the  use  of  silence  in  holy-day  cele- 
brations is  a possible  contribution  of  Friends.  . 
The  most  significant  area  where  more  contact 
is  needed  is  in  exchanges  of  ideas  about  the  Sun- 
day School.” 

Only  one  Meeting  had  a strong  concern  on 
the  creedal  quality  of  the  Preamble  of  the  coun- 
cil’s constitution.  Their  reservations  were  sym- 
pathetically accepted  by  the  council,  and  the 
Meeting  has  been  very  active  in  the  council 
and  the  exprience  “has  been  gratifying  and  re- 
warding.” 

Meetings  also  reported  a large  number  of  in- 
formal contacts  and  exchanges,  of  speakers,  of 
adult  or  children’s  classes,  and  a number  of  joint 
activities  either  with  other  Christian  bodies  or 
of  non-Christian  faiths.  A Meeting  in  British 
Columbia  has  friendly  relations  with  a Sikh 
Temple;  Honolulu  Meeting  has  had  discussions 
and  worship  with  Buddhist,  Moslem,  Confucian, 
Hindu  and  Catholic  groups.  A large  number 
of  Meetings  have  had  satisfactory  contacts  with 
Jewish  congregations.  In  general  the  reports  in- 
dicate satisfaction  with  these  relationships.  One 
Meeting  says,  “The  worship  was  a moving  ex- 
perience and  we  felt  no  reservations  or  divis- 
ions.” 
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
